Several Bills Favorably Re- 
ported Come Up for Second 
Reading in the House To- 


day. 


NEW COUNTY HEARINGS 
TOMORROW AFTERNOON 


Busy Week for the Ways and 
Means Committee Work- 
ing Out the Tax Revision 
Measure. 


With the beginning of the third 
week of the genera] assembly today, 
and with just thirty-three more work- 
ing days remaining cf the session, the 
house will get down to the second 
reading of bills that have been re- 
ported favorably by committees, and 
a number of measures may come up 
for final action tomorrow. 

The committee on labor, of which 
Representative McCarthy, of Chatham, 
is chairman, has recommended several 
measures which will be reperted to the 
house Monday. One of these, of which 
Mr. McCarthy himself is the author, 
may provoke a sharp fight on the floor 
of the house when it comes up. for 
action. This bill would extend the 
qualifying service of locomotive engi- 
neers from cme to three years. 

Locomotive Engineers’ Bill. 

It is understood that the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers is 
highly tn favor of the measure, as the 
members claim it will give the public 
the advantage of having more experi- 
enced and skillful men at the throttle. 
The railroads are not expected to re- 
gard the bill se favorably, as it would 
put restrictions upon them in the pro- 
motion of men, and might, in case of 
a strike or other emergency, render it 
almost impossible to secure men to pull 
trains. 

Another measure recommended by 
the labor committee is one by Mr. 
Wood, of Twiggs, tv establish a ten- 
hour working day in cotton and wool- 
en mills. A measure to compe] the 
provision of seats for women employees 
in factories and certain tndustrial es- 
tablishments is also due te come out 
of the committee hopper, 

Mr. Methvin, of Dodge, has a bill on 
which favorable committee action has 
been taken compelling factories and 
workshops to provide proper ventila- 
tion, heat in winter, and to regulate 
Sanitary conditions. An amendment 
which the labcer committee added 
makes it necessary for any factory to 
comply with the provisions of the law 
on thirty days’ notice. A bill of Mr. 
Methvin's will also be reported, re- 
quiring factories to furnish informa- 
tion to the state department of com- 
merce and labor on demand. 

Work for Committees. 

By far the most important work of 
the legislature this week, however, 
will be done in the committee rooms. 
Most of the committees have done 
nothing more so far than organize, and 
they will begin Monday the work of 
putting bills sent them into shape. 

Mere public interest will probably 
attach to the open hearings given the 
various new county movements by the 
committee on constitutional amend- 
ments than to any other of the com- 
mittee meetings. As was forecasted 
in The Constitution last Monday, no 
action has been taken by 
mittee on rules cm the Slater resolu- 
tion creating a standing committee on 
new counties, and it is not likely that 
any action will now be taken, as the 
new county bills have already been 
referred to the regular committee on 
constitutional amendments. 

The first new counties to be given 
hearings by the constitutional amend- 
ments committee, of which Shelby 
Myrick, of Chatham, is chairman, are 
Barrow and Candler. Barrow is the 
county that is sought to be created 
from parts of Jackson, Gwinnett, Wal- 
ton and Oconee, with Winder as the 
county seat. Candler would cut from 
Emanuel, Bulloch and Tatnall and 
would have Metter as county seat. 

Barrow and Candler Tuesday. 

The cogimittee has arranged to hear 
the advocates and opponents of these 
new counties at 3 o'clock Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, giving an hour to each side. 
That would make the hearing of both

POSTMASTER OF MACON 
AND SON KILL NEGRO 


Harry Stillwell Edwards and 
Prentiss Edwards Battle Black 
Who Attacked Wife. 


Macon, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)—Har- 
rison Newton, a negro, who was shot 
last night by Harry Stillwell Edwards, 
Macon’s postmaster and author, and his 
son, Prentiss Edwards,- died today at 
the Macon hospital. 

The negro was employed on the Ed- 
wards farm, near Macon, and had come 
home Saturday night in an intoxicated 
condition. He attacked his wife with 
an ax, cutting her on the head. The 
woman ran screaming to the Edwards 
house, tellfmg~e Mr. Edwards that her 
husband was murdering her children. 

Mr. Edwards took a shotgun and his 
son a rifle, and they started for the 
cabin. They met Newton coming out 
of the cabin with a gun in his hands. 
He attempted to raise it to his shoulder 
to shoot, and as he did so Prentiss Ed- 
wards shot at him with his rifle. After 
the first shot the negro again tried to 
shoot, but each time the rifle fire 
checked him, untt] five shots had been 
fired. Then Harry Stillwell Edwards 
fired one charge from his shotgun. The 
negro disappeared, and did not return 
until this morning. It was found he 
Was badly hurt, and was taken to the 
hospital, where he died later. 

The coroner's jury today decided that 
the killing was justifiable. 


MOB LYNCHES NEGRO 
FOR KILLING SHERIF 


Ears of Victim Were Cut Off 
as Survenirs—Slain Sheriff 
Very Popular. 


Jacksonville, Fla., July 6.—Sheriff T.. 


S. Cherry, of Clay county, Florida, 
adjoining this, Douval county, was shot 
and killed by Roscoe Smith, a negro, 
at Yellow River this morning, the ne- 
gro being captured and lynched by a 
mob of infuriated citizens. 

Sheriff Cherry, hearing that gam- 
bling was going on at Stuart and Har- 
rison’s turpentine still at Yellow Riv- 
er, started for that point, accompanied 
by one of his deputies. As he reached 
there he met the negro Smith, who, 
armed with a shotguh, was walking 
down the road. Sheriff Cherry hailed 
the negro, and asked: 

“What are you doing with that gun; 
wait a minute. I want to see you.” 

The negro made some reply and the 
sheriff left his buggy and started to- 
ward the negro. As he neared Smith, 
the latter fired, the load entering the 
sheriff's side, killing him instantly. 
The deputy, who was armed with a 
revolver, started in pursuit of the né- 
gro, but his revolver failed to fire. 

As the news of the tragedy spread, 
a posse was formed and fully one hun- 
dred men, headed by a pack of blood- 
hounds from Highlands, started in pur- 
suit of the negro, who was finally cap- 
tured. He was taken back to the 
scene of his crime and commanded to 
take a walk down the road. As he 
started, fully one hundred guns and 
revolvers were fired at him, the bul- 
lets riddling his body. The mob then 
surged around the dead negro and his 
ears were cut off for souvenirs. 

Sheriff Cherry was one of Florida’s 
most popular officers, and was well 
known in this city, where he spent 
much - time. Reports from the scene 
of the crime tonight are that every- 
thing is quiet. 


CONCESSIONAIRE. STAND 
AT GRANT PARK BURNS 


Park Officials Unable to Ac- 
count for Blaze Which Does 
$10,000 Damage. 


A mysterious fire, for which park 
officials are unable to account, total- 
ly destroyed the concessioniare stand 
and dancing pavilion at Grant park 
at 3 o’clock Sunday morning. The 
loss is estimated at more than $109,- 
000. The building is partially insured, 
although it is stated that only a small 
portion of the contents were insured. 

The blaze was discovered about 3 
o'clock. A park policeman turned in 
the alarm. By the time the fire ap- 
paratus had arrived, the building was 
enveloped in flames. It was a frame 
construction, shell-like, and erected 
purely for open air use. 

The first floor was occupied by the 
park concessionaire for drinks, re- 
freshments and confectionery. The 
second story was a dancing pavilion. 
The main dancing pavilion, only a 
short distance from the burned build- 
ing, was untouched. 

Dan Carey, manager of parks, told 
a reporter for The Constitution Sun- 
day afternoon that he was as unable 
to explain the cause of the fire as 
was every Other member of the park 
board. There is no reason, however, 
he said, to suspect incendiarism. 

An investigation will be made at 
once. 


350 ANIMALS BURNED 
IN A NASHVILLE FIRE 


Nashville, Tenn., July 6.—Three hun- 
dred and fifty animals—300 hogs and 
fifty head of cattle—-were cremated 
today when the big’ stock yards of 
Bolling & Powers burned to the 
ground within thirty minutes after 
the alarm was turned in. The fire was 
discovered shortly after noon, and 
burned so fiercely that the tanks of 
the Nashville Gas company, across the 
street, were expected to explode. Three 
streams of water saved the gas plant, 
while a cordon of police forced the 
big crowd that had collected out of 
the danger zone. Auto engine No. 19, 
recently purchased, was caught in a 
mass of flames when the wind veered, 
but the firemen jumped and escaped 
injury. The wind shifted back and 
the engine was saved. 

The property loss. is estimated at 
about $25,000. The stock yards burned

VICTORIES REPORTED 
BY THE BULGARIANS 


Servians Have Undoubtedly 
Lost Heavily and News of a 
Disaster Is Expected From 
Belgrade. 


London, July 6.—After ten days’ 
fighting, more severe than anything in 
the last Balwan war,a little light be- 
gins to break upon the obscure opera- 
tions. The Servians have lost more 
men than in the whole previous cam- 
paign, and semi-official statements 
from Belgrade have the appearance 
of preparing the public for news of 
a disaster. 

Desperate fighting, with fluctuating 
fortunes, is proceeding along the Var- 
dar and Bregalinitz river, apparently 
to Bulgaria’s advantege. News has 
been received of the Bulgarian in- 
vasion of Servia through Belograd- 
chky. The Bulgarians claim to have 
defeated the Servians and captured

There is heavy fighting between the 
Servians and Bulgarians south of 
Istip and in the neighborhood of 
Ketchana. .About 200,000 men are en- 
‘gaged and the losses on both sides 
appear heavy. 

Bulgaria’s Strategy. 

Bulgaria’s strategy appears to be to 
hold the Greeks in check, probably 
with comparatively smal] forces, while 
she deals with Servia. 

Unconfirmed reports credit the 
Bulagrians with victories near Koprill, 
giving them the key!to Uskup, and 
with an outflanking movement § from 
the south of lLahynos Lake, which 
would cut off the Greek retreat. Sa- 
loniki dispatches report that the 
Greeks have captured sixteen guns at 
Peiran. Evidence of desperate fight- 
ing is found in the arrival of 8,000 
wounded at Saloniki. 

A conservative estimate of the 
killed or disabled in last week’s fight- 
ing is from 30,000 to 40,000. Thousands 
of destitute refugees from the scene 
of fighting are pouring into Saloniki. 

The Greeks have made charges 
against the Bulgarians of burning and 
pillaging all the villages they aban- 
don, and of committing murders, muti- 
lations and other horrors. 

Servia Recalls Minister. 

Belgrade, July 6.—Tihe Servian gov- 
ernment has addressed a note to Bel- 
gearia, formerly breaking off diplo- 
matic relations ~.d announcing the re- 
Call of her minister. Servian troops 
have entered Kotchana. 

A semi-official statement claims that 
Servia has prevented Bulgaria from 
executing her plan of gaining posses- 
son of the Maceronia territories 
which she wished to occupy pending 
arbitration. 

The statement says the Servians 
succeeded in repelling the Bulgarian 
advance. The Servian army gradually 
assumed the offensive and the Servians 
forced the Bulgarian right wing wack 
over the river Bregalinitz Another 
semi-official communication says last 
week's Dattles cost the Servians 15,- 
000 killeq and wounded; the Bulgarians 
20,000 

According to the latest advices the 
wWServians have recaptured  Krivolak, 
where a desperate battle has been rag- 
ing three déys. 

Bulgaria Recalls Ministers. 

Sofia, July 6.—The Bulgarian min- 
isters at Belgrade and Cattinje have 
been recalled and the Bulgarian inter- 
ests have been confided to § Russia. 
The schranje has been convoked for 
Tuesday. 

Greeks Report Victories. 

Athens, July 6.—The Bulgarian: min- 
ister has left Salonika. The Greeks 
have occupied Dotran, and the right 
wing has taken possession of Orliakon, 
on the River Etrymon. Advices from 
headquarters say that news is contin- 
ually arriving cf fresh victories. 

Turkey May Get Into Fight. 

St. Petersburg, July 6.—The Roch 
asserts that peerparlers are passing 
between Greece, Servia, Montenegro 
and Roumania with the object of 
forming a new quadruple alliance. Ru- 
mors are persistent that- Turkey 
threatens war unless Bulgaria evacu- 
ates. Rodesto and the coast of Nar- 
mora.

Denies Existence of Association. 

The Atlanta Civic league, however. 
which advocates Mrs. F. S. Whiteside 
for president, brings its foot down 
with a resounding bang and declares 
that there is no such Organization as 
the Georgia Woman’s Suffrage asso- 
ciation. For that reason they will not 
pay the dues demanded by the Georgia 
Woman’s Suffrage association, or the 
“so-called” association, and therefore 
this body denies the Atlanta Clvic 
league seats upon the floor of the ccn- 
vention. The Atlanta Civic league, 
however, now declares it doesn’t want 
Seats in the convention of the afore- 
said body, or “so-called” body, and will 
call a convention of its own for the 
purpose of organizing a state asso- 
clation, which, in its turn, stands a 
splendid chance of also being desig- 
nated as “so-called.” 

This is somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of the gist ef the situation as 
extensively explained by — ladies of 
both factions Sunday afternoon. 

It is a long story and a deep story 
of national politics, of charge and 
countercharge, and accusations of 
many irregularities, and seems to run 
about thusly: 

The Atlanta Equal Suffrage associa- 
tion began to be and have its being 
about March, 1894, but in 1903 that 
body conceived that if the word “suf- 
frage” were stricken from its name 
more sheep might be brought into the 
fold, wherefore the name was changed 
to the Atlanta Civic league. 

All the while Mrs. McLendon has 
been a recognized leader of the flock, 
Mrs. Whiteside putting in her ap- 
pearance about 1896, a few years after 
which, on account of her school work 
and other urgent duties, she dropped 
out of the active ranks. 

Old Officers Hold Over. 

After that things rocked along 
steadily and merrily under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. McLendon until about 
February of this year, when it ap- 
peared that the regular annual elec- 
tion of the officers of the Atlanta 
Civic league, which, according to the 
laws and the prophets, should have 
been. held'in January, was not at that 
time held. Meeting after meeting was 
held, it is stated, at which the elec- 
tion of officers was impossible by lack 
of a quorum or for one reason or an- 
other postponed, and it finally became 
apparent that the officers for the year 
of 1912 would have the honor of 
marching in the great Washington pa- 
rade in March, instead of the officers 
who might have been elected for 1913. 

Now, this circumstance might be cal- 
culated to arouse some animosity, and 
apparently did. 

At any rate, Mrs. Whiteside, who 
about this time put in her active re- 
appearance in the Civic league, lays 
to Mrs. .Amelia B. Woodall, at that 
time the 1912 secretary of the Civic 
league officers holding over, the direct 
charge of helping to manipulate the 
postponements of the election in order 
that she might attend the Washington 
parade as an officer of the Atlanta suf- 
frage organization. Mrs. Woodall and 
Mrs. McLendon attended the parade. 

Mrs. McLendon, with whom Mrs. 
Woodall is now aligned, however, de- 
clares that the postponemgnt of elec- 
tions took place through .ack of in- 
terest or a quorum. 

Interest is Redoubled. 

After the Washington meeting won- 
derful were the tales told in both the 
local suffrage circles and through the 
columns of the press and the flicker- 
ing flame of interest in the Civic 
league, it appears, began to take on a 
considerable glow. 

This. says Mrs. McLendon, is largely 
responsible for Mrs. Whiteside’s being 
able once more to find a place in the

BRING NEW SENSATIONS 


“Speak or Forever Hold Your 
Peace,” Cries Elder Before 
Vote of the Congregation Is 
Taken Sunday Morning.

Macon, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)—By 
unanimous vote of the First Christian 
church of this city, the congregation 
today gave absolute exoneration to 
Professor Frank M. Charlton, the 
choirmaster, and Mrs. Marvin Lee 
Lester, secretary of the Ladies’ Aid 
society, against whom sensational 
charges of improper conduct were di- 
rected several days ago that have 
stirred Macon and caused state-wide 
comment. Damage suits will follow 


a statement made after the session. by 
Professor Charlton. 

The vindication of Mrs. Lester and 
the. choirmaster came at the close of 
a dramatic session of the church this 
morning. After the sermon by the 
pastor, Rev. Leroy M. Anderson, the 
congregation went into deliberative 
session, with the elders all seated 
upon the rostrum, and Lenoir M. Er- 
win, United States commissioner, who 
is chairman of the-investigating com- 
mittee of elders. presiding. 

While the congregation that filled 
the church -listened with the closest 
interest, W. H. Roper, a member of 


the committee, read the repu:f of the 
elders. The report discussed the case 
in minute detail, reviewing the charges 
brought by Mrs. J. W. Jenkins and 
Mrs. Alma Armstrong, pointing out the 
shallowness of the e*idence gs: »mitted 
and recommending complete exonera- 
tion for Professor Charlton and Mrs. 
Lester. 
Question in Open Discussion. 

FoHowjing the report, the question 
was threwn open to the eengregation 
for discussion, the chairman inviting 
anyone within the church to join the 
committee or take issue witn tin dis- 
cussing the question involved. 

“Speak now or forever hold your 
peace!” 

This was the clarion cry which was 
rung out through the church by Elder 
Roper, when a momentary: silence had 
greeted the chairman's invitation. The 
next moment the lone voice of a wom- 
an was heard. Tensely the crowd 
leaned forward to catch her words. 

“I have known Professor Charlton 
for fifteen years,” she spoke forth 
boldly, “and in all that time I have 
Known him to be—a perfect ‘gentle- 
man.” 

The woman who thus braved the 
gaze of the throng assembled was not 
even a member of the same church as 
Professor Chariton. She was Mrs. E. 
T. Gibson, a Methodist. Her acquaint- 
ance with the choirmaster dated back 
to his former residence in Blooming- 
ton, Ill... where she also resided. Since 
that time Professor Charlton has trav- 
eled over the entire country as a sing- 
ing evangelist, being heard in the 
First Christian church of Atlanta with 
Evangelist Violet several years ago, 
and moving to Macon about four :earsg 
ago. 

Entire Congregation Votes. 

During the entire reading of the 
elders’ report Prof. Charlton sat in the 
choir loft, directly behind the pastor, 
while Mrs. Lester occupied a prom- 
inent pew in the front of the church. 
Before the question was put to a vote, 
however, they both retired. 

When no one fbesides Mrs. Gibson re- 
sponded .to the call for discussion, Mr. 
Erwin then put the question to a vote 
of the entire congregation. Almost 
everyone in the audience, excepting a 
few non-members, arose to their feet 
to exonerate their fellow members 
from the charges, while to the call for 
“nays” there was not one to respond. 

“Let's all sing ‘Blest Be the #Sie 
That Binds,’” said the pastor, as he 
arose with a smile on his face, and 
the congregation swelled the old hymn 
as it had seldom swelled before.

Regular and Progressive Re- 
publicans Propose to Offer 
Numerous Amendments to 
the Democratic Measure. 


‘REPUBLICANS HOPE 
FOR. DEMOCRATIC AID 


Even if Democrats Adopt the 
Unit Rule, Senators From 
Wool and Sugar States Will 
Oppose Certain Schedules. 


Washington, D. C., July 6.—Republi- 
Can members of the senate have been 
quietly preparing for some weeks for 
the attack that is to be made on the 
Underwood-Simmons tariff bill when 
it gets back into the senate late this 
week. While a program of tariff poli- 
cy had not been laid out by the re- 
publicans, leading representatives of 
the party in the senate have prepared 
amendments, substitute schedules and 
proteation arguments, directed at 
many of the important sections of the 
democratic Dill. 

Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
Jinance committee, who will bring the 
bill from the committee with the seal 
of the democratic caucus approval 
upon it, estimates that five weeks will 
‘ be enough to wind up general debate 
and discussion of the measure and to 
Secure a vote its final passage. 
Prominent republican senators doubt 
whether the tariff can be disposed of 
‘in the senate that time. 


Democrats wt Yet in Harmony. 

The bill has been in the democratic 
caucus for more than. two weeks. 
While the party members were practl- 
cally agreed upon the general scope 
of tariff revision befare the caucus 
began, it has taken much longer than 
thad been expected to smooth over de- 
bated questions, and to bring about 
an agreement on tariff rates, income 
tax and other important features car- 
ried in the big bill. 

The agemocratics are not yet in com- 
plete harmony over the measure, be- 
cause of the insistence of some west- 
err.’ and southern senators that the 
free-sugar and free-wool plans of the 
administration be modified. An at- 
tempt is to be made late tomorrow 
to ‘put a binding rule through the 
caucus, pledging every democrat to 
vote down amendments in the senate, 
and to support the bill in its entirety. 
Pronounced opposition to this plan 
exists within the party ranks. 

Even though the democrats 
adopt the unit rule and attempt to 
stamp out al] opposition to the bill 
that might come from sugar and woo! 
districts, the republican: leaders will 
use every effort on the floor to break 
the strength of the democratic ranks.

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BANKERS -AS BUILDERS. 


The true function of the banker as a 
builder is clearly illustrated in a communi- 
eation from Peter Radford, president of the 
Texas Farmers’ Union, published elsewhere. 
Mr. Radford shows that a great many bank- 
ers of that state are enabling farmers to 
hold “distress” cotton by preparing to ad- 
vance them $35 a bale when the crop shall, 
The title remains in the farmer, 
and he can sell when he pleases. At the 
same time, the banker is absolutely pro- 
tected. Both banker and farmer reap profit 
from the transaction, since the cotton is so 
handled as to prevent a glut, which would 
drive prices down, and marketed gradually 
at its worth and in response to the laws of 
supply and demand. This plan might. well 
be made a part of the south’s fiscal system. 
Lending $35 on a bale of cotton is a thor- 
oughly safe investment. That is at the 
rate of 7 cents per pound. The staple is 
likely, from present indications, to sell at 
from 11 to -12 and even 13 cents a pound in 
the fall. If southern bankers generally fol- 
lowed this system there would be saved to 
the south, annually, large sums of money. 

Another feature of the Texas plan is even 
more constructive. President Radford re- 
marks that the bankers are, pre-eminently, 
the builders of cities, and that in Texas 
they are now extending their building activi- 
ties to the country. This they are doing by 
offering farmers credit for the purchase of 
thoroughbred live stock, silos and other fea- 
tures of modern farming. In many in- 
stances, Mr. Radford says, they are exacting 
no interest for this credit, their idea being 
that the increased productive power of the 
farmer will more than repay the investment. 

In the case of the cattle industry the 
bankers of Georgia could be of vast service 
to themselves and the state by encouraging 
the farmers, through proper credit restric- 
tions to break away from the hungry and 
devouring all-cotton fetich. In this connec- 
tion there is the significant comment of 
Joseph A. McCord, vice president of the 
Third National] Bank of Atlanta, who told 
Georgia bankers recently that unless they 
aided in inaugurating diversification Georgia 
would sooner or later have to face the prob- 
lem of widespread financial embarrassment. 

Shedding light on this subject as it per- 
tains to Georgia is a live communication 
published elsewhere from H. S. White, a 
well-known lawyer of Sylvania, Ga. In all 
the state there is no issue more nearly 
touching the universal welfare than encour- 
agement of such methods as will enable the 
farmers of Georgia not only to feed them- 
selves, but to pile up a heavy margin for 
export purposes. This is genuine building.

Specifically with regard to Georgia, it is 
wasteful for the legislature t- meet more 
than once in two years. Once the shameful 
fiscal and tax system of the state is ad- 
justed, appropriations can easily be made 
covering a period of two years. And out- 
side of appropriations there are few gen- 
eral conditions that require the activity of 
the legislature save at emergent intervals. 
In addition to the money uselessly expend- 
ed, the business of the state is kept more 
or less in a stew constantly from the. prac- 
tice of meeting annually. There is no 
question that the people of the state as a 
whole would heartily approve biennial ses- 
sions, and it is a certainty tuat the business 
of the state would be distinctly the gainer.

Georgia's 
stinginess—the miserliness of a rich state— 


is making her a joke to the nation. 


ENCOURAGING THE FIFTH. 


The business men of Atlanta appreciate 
the state and national significance of the 
volunteer militia.

All of the twelve 
companies are recuited from this city, a 
distinction enjoved by no other city in the 
southeast. In appealing to employers to 
co-operate, the regiment asks them for no 
positive cash contribution. The government 
pays all the expenses of encampments. They 
are asked to arrange vacation schedules so 
their employees: can take advantage of the 
facilities provided by Uncle Sam. The em- 
ployer above cited recognizes his duty from 
civic and _ patriotic points of view so 
strongly that he is willing almost to sus- 
pend one of his departments to comply with 
the call of the regiment. Employers who 
have not yet acted should as far as possible 
follow his example. They will reap addi- 
tional rewards in the form of better service 
from the men after they return, refreshed 
and invigorated from their outing. 
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Without a welcome anywhere the lobby- 
ist will soon take to the woods and frighten 
the animals.

Bankers of Texas 
Encourage Farmers 


In Development W ork 


Editor Constitution: I want to speak a 
word to the farmers and bankers of this 
nation through the press on the plans of 
co-operation in marketing cotton which has 
been adopted In Texas, and it is one which 
can be easily extended to all states and to 
all products. If the plan is not readily 
adjustable to conditions beyond Texas, then 
I submit the spirit of co-operation as worthy 
of emulation by the agricultural and finan- 
cial interests of every community in the 
United States. 

In Texas cotton is the money crop, and 
the problem of marketing it intelligently has 
absorbed the attention of the. leaders of 
economic thought for half a century. The 
crop is ofttimes mortgaged, and debt is such 
a hard taskmaster that the farmer, in order 
to escape it, rushes to the market with his 
products and down goes the price, and the 
anxiety for the annual pay day causes many 
others to seek an early market. 

To relieve the pressure the bankers are 
advancing the farmers $35 per bale at 6 per 
cent, payable when the cotton is sold. The 
title to the cotton rests with the farmer, 
and he can sell when he pleases, and there 
is no longer occasion for disposing of his 
crop on a weak or glutted market. ‘There is 
a strong demand in Texas for money at 8 
and 10 per cent on terms to suit the lender, 
and an offer to lend the farmers on demand 
at 6 per cent is a concession on the part of 
the bankers which the farmers appreciate. I 
estimate that it will require approximately 
$40,000,000 to hold the distress cotton off the 
market, and this amount the bankers have 
made available to land on cotton stored in 
our warehouses. It will, require a much 
smaller sum to handle the business, as the 
money the farmer borrows will be paid on 
his debts or spent in’ his home town, and 
most of it will be immediately redeposited 
in the bank available for lending again. We 
have 350 warehouses in the interior, and 
adequate storage facilities are provided at 
the ports to take care of all cotton which 
cannot be accommodated in the interior. 


Constructive Banking. 


Many bankers in Texas have for several 
years been lending money to farmers with- 
out gompensation or at a very low rate of 
interest to buy blooded livestock, build silos, 
etc., and no usurer whoever bowed at the 
shrine of a dollar received as large returns 
on the investment as these progressive bank- 
ers, who made loans without interest to 
uplift productive industry. The spirit of the 
builder which actuated the bankers in these 
smaller transactions is now extended into 
the financing of the cotton crop on a mam- 
moth scale, and returns will be correspond- 
ingly increased. 

The time was when Money loaned.on such 
a basis would severely test the sanity of the 
banker; such a transaction would pain the 
directors and shock them like a blow in the 
face. A cashier that would dare to cast 
bread upon waters and it did not return 


buttered side up in time for annual dividends, 


would have to give way to a more capable 
man. The plan does not necessarily mean 
that the bankers are getting any better, or 
that the milk of human kindness is being 
imbibed more freely by our financiers. It 
indicates that the bankers are getting wiser, 
becoming more able financiers and more com- 
petent citizens. The vision of the builder is 
crowding out the spirit of the pawnbroker 
wherever {it occurs. A light has been’turned 
on a new -world of usefulness where the 
vermin of greed and avarice can never enter 
and where the germs of business genius 
flourish. The bankers have always been lib- 
eral city builders, but they are now building 
industry. 


Its Effect Upon the Market. 

It is the custom in Texas and other south- 
ern states to market 65 per cent of the crop 
the first three months of harvest season, 
which results in weakening and ofttimes 
glutting the market. At least two-thirds of 
the cotton farmers are tenants, and there is 
approximately an $80,000,000 mortgage 
against their crop each vear, due when the 
cotton is picked, and the farmer is forced 
to sell to meet his obligations.’ The bankers 
will now advance him as much as $35 per 
bale on his cotton at 6 per cent interest, 
payable at his option, which will take the 
cotton out of distress and enable the farmer 
to hold it until the price is satisfactory and 
make a glut easily avoidable. The consump- 
tion of cotton is distributed evenly through- 
out the year, and it should be marketed as 
the spinners demand it. There are so many 
factors that enter into fixing the price that 
no one influence can be satisfactorily segre- 
gated and reduced to a cash basis, but in my 
estimation the slow marketing of cotton will 
increase the farm price at least from 21% to 
5 cents per pound net over the price obtained 
under present methods, making a minimum 
net saving to the farmer of $50,000,000. It is 
now up to the farmer to take advantage of 
the facilities offered. 

Of the 1912 cotton crop, Texas produced 
4.880,210 bales out of 14,313,015 bales pro- 
duced in the United States and’a_. possible 
°0.000,000 bales in the world. The 1912 Texas 
cotton crop sold at a farm price of $338,- 
538.822, including lint and seed. The annual 
world consumption during 1911, the lowest 
available reports, was 20,402,000 bales. The 
cotton yield per acre in Texas in 1912 was 
206 pounds, valued at $23.69. The value of 
the yield per acre of cotton is the greatest 
of any staple crop in the world. Its nearest 
competitor is corn, $14.22 per acre for 1912 
in the United States.

EUROPE’S RURAL CREDIT BANKS 


TESTED BY LONG EXPERIENCE 


By Harvie Jordan. 

Berlin, Germany, June 22.—(Special.)— 
My prexious articles have dealt with my 
individual impressions regarding certain 
phases of agricultural conditions which came 
under my observation in some of the Euro- 
pean countries visited within the past six 
weeks. At present it might prove interest- 
ing to your readers to know something 
about the work of the American commis- 
sion and a general idea of its scope and 
ultimate findings. The American commission 
was organized under the auspices of the 
Southern Commercial Congress for the pur- 
pose of visiting all of the leading agricul- 
tural countries of Continental Europe and 
Great Britain to study and investigate the 
yarious phases of agricultural conditions in 
those countries, as they pertained to rural 
finance, co-operative buying and selling; 
production, education and social life. 

The ‘United States congress in March last 
authorized by special act the appointment of 
a federal commission of seven members, by 
the president, to also make the tour of the 
European countries and co-operate with the 
American commission in the special investl- 
gation of land mortgage banks, rural co- 
operative societies and other forms of agri- 
cultural finance belng promoted for the bet- 
terment of agricultural conditions. 

Nearly forty states and five provinces of 
Canada are represented on the American 
commission, with a delegation of 106 mem- 
bers, and five members of the federal com- 
mission, with a staff of seven assistants, 
making a total of 118 people traveling and 
working together in the interest of the work 
above outlined. Personally, I occupy a dual 
position, Having been appointed by Presi- 
dent Wilson as' a member of the federal 
commission, and by the governor of Georgia 
as a delegate from my state on the Ameri- 
can commission. 


Where It Started. 

The itinerary for the two commissions 
was arranged with the various governments 
of the countries to be visited, through the 
International Institute of Agriculture, at 
Rome, Italy, by the American representative 
of that inistitute, Hon. David Lubin, Sacra- 
mento, Cal. It was at a meeting of the 
Southern Commercial Congress, held at 
Nashville,| Tenn., in April, 1912, at which 
twenty-eight states were represented, that 
Colonel Lubin Initiated the movement for 
bringing together the American commission 
for the purposes named. I was, at the same 
time, honored with the chairmanship of a 
special committee created by the Southern 
Commercial Congress, to aid in assembling 
and securing the appointments of delegates 
on the American commission. Senator Dun- 
cun U. Fletcher, of Florida, president of the 
Southern Commercial Congress, was elected 
American commission, and 
also chairman of the federal commission, of 
which he was also appointed a member by 
the president. However, Senators Fletcher 
and Gore, both members of the federal com- 
mission, were unable to attend the two com- 
missions on this tour, owing to the impera- 
tive need of their services in the United 
States senate during the discussion of the 
tariff schedules. ; 

When the Americah commission was offi- 
cially organized by its members in New 
York, April 26, the night before sailing for 
Europe, I was elected to the post of its gen- 
eral secretary and treasury, and will, there- 
fore, have the superintendence of the final 
compilation of its report, as well as aiding 
in the preparation of the special report of 
the federal commission to congress. T am 
gratified to state that, with the exception 
of Louisiana and Arkansas, every state in 
the south, including Kentucky and Tennes- 
can U. Fletcher, of Florida, president of the 
commission by from two to seven delegates, 
Texas having the largest number. With this 
brief outline of the organization of the two 
commissions and the scope of work under- 
taken I will pass on to a short comprehen- 
sive statement as to the findings, etc. 

Action of the Various Governments. 

With 118 American citizens traveling in 
a body, 30 of whom were ladies, it was no 
small undertaking for the governments and 
municipalities of the countries, cities and 
towns visited to receive, entertain and fur- 
nish the information desired, with opportu- 
nities for study and investigation by the 
commission. It is most gratifvine to state. 
however, that our delegation has been most 
cordially and hospitably received. by the 
highest officials of the governments and 
cities visited. Information covering in de- 
tai] the principal departments of agricul- 
tural conditions was prepared in pamphlet 
form and printed in English at the ex- 
pense of the governments of the countries 
visited and presented to the delegates by the 
officials having in charge the program of 
reception and management of the meetings 
held on the various subjects to be inves- 
tigated. 

I think it can be safely said that no offi- 
cial body of men representing American 
institutions has ever visited Europe before, 
under more pleasing auspices, and where the 
“open door’ was more conspicuous than has 
been the experience of the American com- 
mission. Consequently, the commission has 
not been in any wise hampered or délayed 
at any point in gathering the fullest infor- 
mation, in the most minor details, covering 
the investigations it desired to make. As 
a result, the files of the commission are 
being fully supplied with every particle of 
valuable data which will be required in 
finally rendering back to the American peo- 
ple a report of its findings covering every 


phase of the work it has undertaken upon a 
most comprehensive and intelligent basis. 
Cordial Relations. 

The international relations of the Amert- 
can government are most cordial in alJ these 
European countries, not only because of the 
tremendous immigration from these coun- 
tries to the United States within the past 
100 years and the hundreds of thousands of 
American tourists who flock each year < 
Europe, but because of the pleasant ana 
Satisfactory trade relations existing and the 
policy of the United States government and 
its people in their respective political and 
business relations with the governments and 
business interests of these countries. ‘Our 
political freedom and the independence of 
our institutions appeal to the hearts of the 
great masses of these European countries. 

As an industry, agriculture is more highly 
fostered and aided by the governments of 
the European countries than any other line 
of business life. The foundation for giving 
special governmental aid to farmers was 
first started in Prussia more than 100 years 
ago under the administration of Frederick 
the Great. The movement originated with 
the organization of the Landschaft, or land 
mortgage bank. It was found that the im- 
provement of the lands and the development 
of agriculture could not be possible or per- 
manent unless the owners of the lands had 
some financial system devised for negotiat- 
ing loans, based upon improved lands, as 
security on long tjme and at a low rate 
of interest. The commercial banks could 
not undertake long time loans, where their 
resources depended upon short time deposits 
on curreft or wpen account. 

Hence the government, being the most 
deeply interested in the welfare of its ag- 
riculture, undertook to organize and capital- 
ize the first Landschaft bank—and give to 
the land-owners an opportunity to hypothe- 
cate their lands as security and secure long 
time loans at an interest rate of not exceed- 
ing 4 per cent. At that time the lands of 
Prussia. were owned principally by the no- 
bility and the decree of the government re- 
quired that all land-owners in a district or 
province should be held jointly liable to the 
bank on loans granted to any single owner. 
This system created the first step towards 
a plan of the unlimited liability in borrow- 
ing money which has grown into such wide 
popularity at the present time. especially 
in the organization of the Raiffeisen system 
of banks. These land mortgage banks may 
be institutions created and capitalized by 
the government, or they may be joint stock 
institutions organized for making monéy on 
the capital invested as well as handling - 
loans on farm property. 

No Dividends. 

With the government banks, or purel co- 
operative banks, there are no dividends de- 
clared, the profits accumulating going each 
year to the reserves. The method of opera- 
tion in these land mortgage banks is usually 
as foilows: If a’land owner wishes to bor- 
row 35,000 on long time, with his land as 
Security, he files his application with the 
bank. The bank then has the land examined 
by a board of appraisers, including the im- 
provements, and the loan is granted on a 
basis of 59 per cent of the: assessed market 
value of the property offered ‘as security. 
The titles to all real estate are guaranteed 
by the government, hence there can be no 
flaw in the titles. When the land mortgage 
has been filed and accepted, bonds or = de- 
bentures are issued to the full amount of 
the loan. In some instances these bonds 
are delivered to the borrower, who can aa) 
into the market and sell them, while in 
others the bank pays over to the borrower 
at once the amount of the loan and itself 
sells the bonds. The popular mortgage loan 
is for 50 years on the amortization plan, that 
is, the borrower pays a certain percentage 
of the loan each year, so that at the end of 
the period for which the loan is made debt 
is cancelled. 

Long Term Loans. 

On 50-year loans the interest is usually 
4 per cent, the amortization % per cent and 
the expense or commission charged by the 
bank, 1-4 per cent. so that the entire inter- 
est charge would be 6 1-4 per cent per an- 
num, with the amount of the principal being 
reduced each year. The bonds are issued 
without any fixed time limit and are never 
redeemed until the mortgage against which 
they are issued is paid up. This rarely hap- 
pens, as it is said in Prussia only about 
2% per cent of the mortgage loans have 
ever been paid up and retired. The bonds 
are guaranteed not only by the mortgage 
loans, but the entire assets of the bank, and 
in some cases by the government in the 
country, where they are issued. These land 
mortgage bonds are regarded as safe for in- 
vestment purposes, aS government bonds, 
and bear the same low rate of interest. They 
are in most countries, by law, allowed to be 
used for the investment of the funds of 
widows, orphans and unsettled estates. The 
market value of these bonds at the present 
time averages from 92 to 100 per cent of 
their face value, and are bought by all 
classes of people seeking a safe investment. 
Stringent laws prevent a bank from issuing 
any more bonds than it has mortgage loans 
to secure, and as loans are paid off a cor- 
responding amount of bonds must be called 
in and cancelled. As the price of land is 
advancing every year the security under- 
lying the bonds are to that extent increased. 
There are no records of losses and the busi- 
ness is regarded by long years of. experi- 
ence as absolutely sound and safe.. Hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of these land 
mortgage bonds have been issued, and it is 
now so well established a system of finane- 
ing land-owners that the business of agri- 
culture could not prosper without these 
banks. 


Hot Shot for the Single 
Crop Cotton System 


Editor Constitution: I have noticed with 
pleasure certain articles appearing in your 
paper along the line that farmers have not 


diversified their crops sufficiently, but con- 
fine themselves almost exclusively to the 
raising of cotton. 

I desire to commend/your course, and the 
strong editorials urging the farmers to raise 
more food stuffs and home supplies. 

Your articles emphasize the historical 
fact that no country or people can become 
prosperous who rely upon one crop, it mat- 
ters not how fertile their soil or intelligent 
their citizens are. Thinking that it might be 
of interest to you to know the obstacles that 
stand in the way of the farmers in this coun- 
ty to success, I will give you my opinion: 
When the price of cotton advances they in- 
increase their crop of cotton and 
their other crops, and the higher 
the price of cotton goes the less attention 
they pay to other crops, and as cotton has 
brought a fairly good price for several years, 
they have neglected greatly the raising of 
other crops, which is forcing them to buy 
a4 considerable amount of meat and grain. 
It is also a fact that when cotton is high, 
the price of labor advances, and usually the 
prices of other products which the farmers 
huy. a part of which products, of course, 
they are compelled to buy, and a part of 
which they could, afid should, raise at home. 
Labor also during these periods is very hard 
to control, and extravagant, and this is a 
hindrance to successful operation.

During these eras of prosperity our farm-: 


make permanent improvements on their 
homes ard farms, which makes their farms 
more valuable, but at the same time it be- 
comes a permanent Investment, and when a 
financial stringency occurs are not available 
assets. 

Again, a considerable amount of money 
has been taken out of the state of Georgia 
hy shrewd salesmen of stock, which was sold 
to the people under ver flattering represen- 
tations as to the prorits they would yield; 
but instead of yielding handsome profits most

of them have proved worthless; and last, 
but not least, a great many of our people, 
not only farmers, but those who are not en- 
Saged in farming, are inclined to be extrav- 
agant—they live beyond their income and 
buy things which they are not able to own> 
Take, for instance, one item, automobiles— 
almost entirely a luxury. Over 20,000 have 
been sold in Georgia. I am satisfied from 
what information I have, that of all the 
people who purchase these machines not 
more than 3,000 of them wege able to pay 
for them cash—I mean having the money 
clear above what they need in their business. 
In fact, many of them have mortgaged their 
homes to get them. 

1. In my opinion the Georgia peoplé will 
not become a thoroughly prosperous people’ 
until they learn to raise all the products 
they can profitably on their farms, and not 
confine themselves to a one-crop system. 

2. They must make investments 
in things which they do not know anything 
about, and make no investment outside of 
their particular business until they have 
accumulated a surplus in that business. 

3. They must learn to practice real econ- 
omy and frugality. >

Abstract of Sections of Act. 

The following abstract of sections 
8 9 and 12 of the act of 1907 shows 
how the authority of the state tax 
commission reaches out to all the sub- 
ordinate tax officials of the state: 

Section 8. The tax commission 
shall provide a uniform method of 
keeping the tax rolls and books relat- 
ing to taxation in each county of the 
state and in the office of the state 
auditor and state treasurer. They 
shall formulate and send to the prop- 
er officer in each county all necessary 
forms to be used in the listing, assess- 
ment, return of property and collec- 
tion of taxes. Said tax commissioners, 
or one of them, Shall visit each coun- 
ty in the state, as often as may be 
necessary, for the purpose of requiring 
the proper assessment and return of 
property, a uniform value thereof, and 
the use of forms and system of ac- 
counts provided by law or by the tax 
commissigners. 

‘Sec. 9. The tax 
have general supervision of the sys- 
tem of taxation throughout the state, 
shall have power to make a thorough 
investigation thereof and shall report 
pto the legislature on the first day of 
each regular session the result of its 
supervision and investigation, and 
shall formulate and recommend legis- 
lation. for the improvement of the 
system and for the equalization of 
taxation.” 

Exercises General Supervision, 

Section 12 gives the tax commission 
authority to exercise general super- 
vision over the administration of the 
assessment and tax laws of the state, 
over townshipand city assessors, boards 
of county commissioners, county 
boards of equalization and all other 
boards of Ttevy and esessment, to the 
end that all assess: fits of property, 
real, personal and mixed, be made rel- 
atively just and uniform, and at its 
true and full cash market value; also 
to direct proceedings instituted to en- 
force the law and to require the as- 
sistance of the attorney general and 
the county attorneys in their respec- 
tive counties: to summon witnesses, 
take depositions, etc. 

In order to secure a unt{form valua- 
tion of property throughout the stat», 
the tax commission is required to sum- 
mon the county assessors to meet, at 
least once in two years in the state 
capitol, where matters relating to tax- 
ation are considered and the advice and 
directions of the commission heard. 

Penalties Provided.

New Orleans Man Must Fill

Police Chief James L. Beavers de- 
clared last night that no charges will 
be brought against Sergeant Brown 
and Patrolman Rivers on the complaint 
of C. H. Griffith, a New Orleans trav- 
éling man, that he was subjected to 
false arrest early Saturday morning.

Chief Béavers says that if Griffith will 
remain in Atlanta and prosecute he 
will bring charges before the com- 
mission at the meeting Tuesday night. 
Says Griffith Should Stay.

if he has been treated as outrageously 
as he stated,’ Chief Beavers said. “I 
don’t think he is much of a man to 
make a complaint and then deeline to 
Stay and have the affair investigated.”

Now when. according to the consti- 
tution, which it is said stipulates that 
the elections of the officers of the 
Georgia Woman’s Suffrage assoclation 
shall be held annually in the month of 
June or July, the time for election 
drew nigh, the Atlanta Civic league 
was officially notified through Mrs. 
W oodall, secretary of the "SO 
called’”’ Georgia Woman's Suffrage as- 
sociation that dues to the same were 
then due and payable. 

In the meanwhile, however, the Civic 
league had been burning the midnight 
oil over the record of the secretary’s 
book, and, according to Mrs. White- 
side, had discovered that not since 
1908 had an election of the officers 
of the state organization been held, 
lespite the rules and regulations that 
they shall be elected annually. 

Mrs. McLendon contended - that in 
open convention in 1911 she and her 
co-officers were duly and legally 
elected, and that after the time of elec- 
tion for 1912 had passed she was rec- 
ognized as a delegate from the Georgia 
Woman's Suffrage association on the 
floor of the. national association in 
Philadelphia, thus establishing the ex- 
istence of the Georgia organization 
and her presidency.

NITRATE OF SODA ON COTTON. 

Director J. F. Duggan, of the Ala- 
bama experiment station, contributes a 
very sensible and timely article to The 
Progressive Farmer of June.21, under 
the title, “When to Apply Nitrate of 
Soda to Cotton and Corn.” I note that 
he agrees with mt, or I agree with 
him—whichever ig preferred by the 
reader. It is said that we think a 
preacher, or other speaker, or writer 
is eloquent and convincing in propor- 
tion as he agrees with and confirms 
us in our preconceived and perhaps 
pre-expresseq views. There is a good 
deal in human nature, if not egotism, 
in that statement. 

The main points 
gan's article may 


in Professor Dug- 
be condensed into 
two statements or propositions, to 
wit: (1) That acid phosphates’ and 
potash saits and organic nitrogenous 
ingredients should be applied at an 
early stage of plant growth for rea- 
sons that he gives, and (2) quickly sol- 
uble and available chemicals, such as 
nitrate of soda may be applied at rela- 
tively a later period. But he does not 
attempt to fix exactly the date or 
stage of- growth after which it would 
not be expedient to apply nitrate. A 
great number of expriments might de- 
termine approximately the stage of 
Zsrowth in question, on a particular 
character of soil. But sueh a rule 
must, in the nature of the case, have 
but a general application, and be sub- 
ject to modifications or setting aside 
according to varying circumstances. 

It is very probable that many dol- 
lars’ worth of nitrate of soda will be 
wastefully applied to both cotton @nd 
corn this. year. 

We sometimes jump to conclusions, 
ignoring intermediate steps of reason- 
ing. A farmer may apply 100 pounds 
of nitrate per acre to a field of cotton 
a@s late as August 1. The effect, with 
good seasons, will be as usual almost 
magical in the increased depth of the 
green color of the foliage and the vig- 
orous extension of the growing points 
of the plants. But it must be consid- 
ered that squares that rake their ap- 
pearance no earlier than say August 
10, stand rathsr a slim prospect of 
making into opening bolls before No- 
vember 1—the average date of killing 
frost. Therefore it is rash to conclude 
because of the improved condition and 
appearance of the cotton that the Au- 
gust 1 application of nitrate 
profitable application, even granting 
that it increased the crops. An appli- 
cation of three or four dollars’ 
of nitrate must result in increasing 
the yield by more than that 
cotton.

I have habitually advised, as a gen- 
eral rule, that nitrate should not be 
appiled to corn at a later period than 
the “bunching for tassle’—a rather 
indefinite designation, it must be ad- 
mitted, but certainly not later than the 
first appearance of tassel and shoots; 
and to cotton not later than the first 
sprouting of blooms.

TURNING UNDER COVER CROPS, 

Although rather cut of season,’ I 
cannot forbear a few words of recent 
experience. It has been my practice 
for several years to sow rye in Sep- 
tember or October in my garden cotton 
patch and also on such portions as are 
apprepriated for veretables only. This 
year 1 have a few rows of roasting- 
ear corn on each side of an 8-foot 
walk, or turn row. On one side rye 
has been annually sown in and the rye 
turned under about Mareh 1, when 
about Knee high, or less. On the other 
side no rye has ever been sown so far 
as I know. On this side the corn 
suffering on account of rather a short 
drvuth—only eleven days; the leaves 
twist under the intluence of the hot 
sun that we have been having during 
those days. On the other side the 
corn is of a dark green cclor, does not 
twist during even the heat ‘of the 
day, and looks like rich botteom-leand 
corn. The difference 1 attribute main- 
ly to the fact that the successve crops 
oi rye have greatly increased the veg- 
etable matter (humus) in one soil, 
thereby increasing its capacity for 
moisture and its power to retain mois- 
ture. Moreovér, the rye-improved soil 
is free from clods and “mellow ag an 
ashbank,’’ while the other side is yet 
encumbered with <“‘wet clods” .from 
breaking the ground when too wet. 
This result has led me to gay that rye 
is the poor land’s friend. The result 
would have doubtless been even more 
remarkable if, instead of rye, I ha@ 
cover-cropped with vetch, crimson 
clover or some other winter-growing 
legume. 

l will add further that the bene- 
ficial effects of stable manure may be 
largely duplicated by turning under 
green crops, and on poor land none is 
so convenient and cheap and so well 
adapted for the purpese as rye, which 
grows better on thin soils than does 
any other grain or grass. I consider

Rev. Richard B. Stinson, head 
of the Atlanta Normal and Industrial 
institute, said: 

“I have just had a six weeks’ trip 
through Washington, Philadelphia, 
New York, Providence, Boston, Lynn 
and other points in New England. And 
more than ever I am a believer in 
practical education for the masses or 
the negro. It will save them from 
idleness, shiftlessness, criminality and 
shame. ; 

“It is to our own interest from any 
viewpoint that each boy and girl, man 
and woman, shall know how to do 
something well with their hands. 

“The negro of the south want to 
helieve in and trust the best people 
more and feel that they are their 
friends, especially when they are seek- 
ing to build themselves up in honesty, 
purity and those things that make us 


deserving. As a rule the negroes and 
white people of the south like each 


and get along all right until 
they are tampered with by an outside 
ungodly force or agent. It is for me 
and you to remedy these conditions for 
our own and the good-of our chil- 
dren. 

“The south is the place for the mass 
of our race from any potnt of view. 
Put a pin in that fact, and watch the 
future. Let us prepare every black boy 
and girl to do something -with their 
hands and to do it better than some 
one else. All can’t be preachers, teach- 
ers, lawyers and doctors. <All can’t be 
dressed up all the time. A cook, a 
laundry woman, a maid, a teamster, a 
bricklayer, a day laborer, in any and 
all the walks of life should feel that 
they are to be just as honest, as pure 
in life and character and as decent a 
citizen, and as ashamed of wrong as 
any professional man or woman can 
possibly be.

Dr. Holderby Says /Animals’ 
Food Costs 48-Cents Daily, 


Man’s Only 10 Cents. 


“The Shame of Georgia is Her Dia- 
bolical Convict System,” was the sub- 
ject of Dr. Holderby’s sermon Sunday 
morning at Moore Memorial church, 
and is, as follows: 

“At a recent meeting of the Presby- 
terian Ministers’ association Philip 
Weltner appeared before the associa- 
tion by special request to speak on the 
present conditions of the convict camps 
in Georgia. 

“According to Mr. Weltner, these 
conditions are unspeakably horrible. 
The barbarous and inhuman treatment 
of the unfortunate convicts as re- 
ported to prevail in some of the coun- 
ty camps is a shame to Georgia, and 
would disgrace any uncivilized coun- 
try. 

“The present convict laws are harsh, 
vindictive, cruel and give no hope or 
incentive for a better life. And the 
convict camps are simply schools of 
infamy and vice, where boys and men 
are graduated in crime.

At a mass meeting this evening to 
celebrate the strikers’ victory, the 
ae Strongly deprecated the pro- 
posal to employ for ce to liberate the 
rioters arrested during the  distur- 
bances. The suggestion that Governor 
General Gladstone's recall be demanded 
was greeted with cheers. 

A ballot of the Amalgamated Society 

Engineers of the whole reef gave 
a vast majority in favor of accept- 
ing the proposed settlement. The 
council of the society adopted a reso- 
lution to call-a strike a month, hence 
should the grievances not be adequate- 
ly redressed.

Strike leaders apparently were try- 
ing tonight to get the men to accept 
the terms, but on all sides dissatisfac- 
tion is expressed. <A spirit of anarchy 
has been aroused which is difficult to 
control. ‘A great crowd of strikers 
wearing red badges surrounded the 
Carlton hotel, while the terms of set- 
tlement were being arranged last 
night. When the leaders announced 
from the balcony that a settlement had 
been reached, they were greeted with 
shouts of “What about the dead?” 
“You've been bought.” 

The editors of the various néewspa- 
pers conferred with the federated 
union's leaders tonight with the resuit 
that the Typographical union will pub- 
lish a paper givin > colerless reports of 
events. 

Except at the time of the Jameson 
raid in 1896 and the outbreak of the 
war in 1899, this city has not expe- 
rienced such a day of trorism as Sat- 
urday. The mobs in the business sec- 
tion caused less fear than desperadoes 
who were threatening to dynamite the 
homes of the wealthy. 

Troops on Guard. 

All places of business were closed 
and guarded by troops while bands of 
citizens armed with rifles patroled the 
residential quarter. The’ strikers 
first made a raid on the Rand club, 
whose members are mine owners. 
Three times the draggons scattered the 
mob, which quickly reformed. The 
troops then fired two volleys Cirect- 
ly into the rioters’ ranks and the 
rioters fled leaving behind many kill- 
ed and wounded. 

After almnost three hours fighting 
delegates from the strike committee 
marched through the streets under a 
white flag, ordering the men to re- 
turn to their homes.
